Price-Fixing Rap 
Levied by Jury 
A gainst 8 Firms 


NEW YORK (AP) — E i g h t 
steel companies—including U.S. 
Steel, the industry’s largest— 
have been indicted by a fed­ 
eral grand jury on antitrust 
charges. 
They are accused of conspir 
ing to fix prices in the $3.6 bil­ 
lion carbon sheet steel business. 
Two steel company executives 
also were named in the indict­ 
m ent, made public Tuesday. 
The indictment traces to the 
clash between major steel com­ 
panies and the late President 
John F. Kennedy in April 1962. 
When the companies posted an 
across-the-board increase of $6 
a ton, Kennedy angrily denoun­ 
ced the move as inflationary 
and the companies rescinded 
tile increase. 
After the clash, the Justice 
Departm ent—headed then and

by the 
late 
President’s 
brother, Atty. Gen. Robert F. 
Kennedy—started a grand jury 
investigation of the steel indus­ 
try ’s pricing methods. The orig­

This represented 42 per cent of 
the registered voters. 
Only once before, in 1950 on 
a school bond issue, have so 
many turned out in a special 
election. Only 68,196 voted last 
December after a strident cam ­ 
paign which led to adoption of 
a municipal tax on earnings. 
Robert P. Lyons, cochairman 
of the People for Public Accom­ 
modations, said, “ I think it is 
significant that our citizens vot­ 
ed in greater numbers on a m at­ 
ter of human rights than on 
something that affected their 
pocketbooks.” 
The new ordinance provisions 
prohibit racial discrimination in 
taverns, amusem ent places, rec­ 
reational 
facilities, 
meeting 
halls, stores, transportation fa­ 
cilities, hospitals and other bus­ 
inesses open to the public. 
Excluded were barber shops, 
beauty parlors, other places of­ 
fering personal services, room­ 
ing and boarding houses and 
rented apartm ents.

Global Babel 


With a number of international con­ 
ferences of one sort or another under­ 
way in various parts of the w o r l d , 
not much attention was aroused by one 
held by the International Telecommuni­ 
cations U n i o n in Rome. But results 
of that meeting could affect the daily 
lives of just 
about 
everyone 
within 
hearing distance of one of the 160 mil­ 
lion telephones on this globe. 
Sixty-eight member telephone com­ 
panies agreed at the meeting to work 
toward long- distance digit dialing any­ 
where in the world. When they said 
anywhere, they weren't joking. The 
tiny island of Niue in the South Pacific, 
with 102 telephones, has been assigned 
long distance code 688. 
Continent - to - continent direct dial­ 
ing is much closer to reality than one 
might suppose. Not only have numeri­ 
cal codes been assigned to each par­ 
ticipating c o u n t r y , but preliminary 
work is underway to translate the my­ 
riad of dialing system s in use through­ 
out the world into a workable system. 
A New Zealand telephone dial, for 
instance, is numbered in reverse of the 
U. S. dial, with nine at the top. Middle 
East telephones have no numbers at all. 
They use Persian and Arabic symbols. 
In the U. S.. the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. is handling arrange- 
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ments for overseas direct dialing. The 
company expects to have a limited 
number of such calls in operation by 
1968, with a complete world - w i d e 
system in effect by 1970. 
International communications w i l l 
never be the sam e after the home phone 
becomes the instrument of global com­ 
munication. Business executives w i l l 
command an empire from a telephone 
booth, government agents Will conduct 
affairs of state from a switchboard, and 
reporters will wear out their fingers 
dialing instead of pounding a typewrit­ 
er. 
If callers make as many mistakes 
dialing Buenos Aires as they do when 
trying to contact the downtown barber 
shop (with up to 12 digits to dial, who 
won’t make m istakes?) 
the 
interna­ 
tional telephone will take on the m ys­ 
terious aura of a grab bag. 
Don’t be surprised of the party line 
suddenly comes back into favor, after 
years of derision and snobbish rejec­ 
tion. After all where else can one horn 
in on — for free — a combination les­ 
son in geography and foreign languag­ 
es? 
Besides, one of those 102 telephones 
on Niue might belong to Aunt S a l l y , 
who hasn’t been heard from in years.

Much of this thousand billion 
dollars of savings, however, is 
not liquid — that is, it isn’t 
readily available to pay debts 
or meet emergencies.

Personal debts are rising at 
a faster rate now than are 
liquid 
savings. 
This 
causes 
some fretting about what might 
happen if the anticipated busi­ 
ness boom proved to be short­ 
lived. Would falling personal in­ 
come make some debt loads 
unbearable? 
Installment debt jumped in

by

because

And this 
may have encouraged still oth­ 
ers to increase their instalment 
debt. 
On-the-cuff 
credit

$5.7 billion higher than Febru- 
a r y 1963. T h e noninstallment 
type of credit — single-payment 
loans, charge accounts, service 
credit—rose by $146 million to

forms of consumer debt out­ 
standing came to $68.8 billion.

Force Account 
Is Getting 


New Attention 


Ohio County Aides 
Expected To Use 
Procedure Often 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
“ Force account” has been in 
the vocabulary of county com­ 
missioners, engineers and others 
in Ohio since 1917. But, because 
of a court interpretation, plenty 
of others 
apparently 
will be 
hearing the term. 
Among those, probably, will 
be members of the 1965 legis­ 
lature. 
Officials of the County Com­ 
missioners, 
Prosecutors 
and 
Engineers 
associations 
agreed 
informally Tuesday to try to 
come up with some suggested 
revisions of Ohio’s statutes on 
the subject. 
In 1917 an old law, requiring 
two days work on the roads 
annually from 
all able-bodied 
Ohio males 21-65, was rescind­ 
ed. 
There have been varying in­ 
terpretations of the “force ac­ 
count” statutes which have been 
in force since. One is that a 
county 
engineer may 
employ 
resources other than his own 
men and equipment to get a job 
—such as a road or bridge pro­ 
ject-done, without competitive 
bidding. 
In Athens County, the Ohio 
Bridge Co. was employed under 
this arrangement last year to 
supply a bridge over Federal 
Creek in Rome Township and 
repair the Frost Bridge over 
the Hocking River on County 
Road 58. 
But 
Gabriel 
F. 
Pincelll 
of 
Chauncey brought a taxpayer’s 
suit. 
In February, Judge John W. 
Bolin of Athens County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court issued an in­ 
junction, preventing the county 
from 
paying 
the 
Cambridge 
firm. 'Hie court also denied 2 
request to pay Ohio Bridge Co 
as “ a moral obligation.” 
Notice 
of appeal 
has been 
filed in the 4th Ohio District 
Court 
of 
Appeals, 
which 
in­ 
cludes 
Athens 
and 
14 
other 
counties. 
The consensus at Tuesday’s 
meeting 
seemed 
to 
be 
that 
“ force account” is a useful tool 
of 
local 
government 
which 
should be preserved, and that 
this might be done by updating 
the 1917 law. 
Representatives of the Com 
missioners, Prosecutors and En 
gineers associations, and pos 
s i b I y the Township Trustees 
Association, probably will tack 
Ie the job after the May 5 pri 
mary. Commissioners President 
Roger E . Smart of Lake County 
said. 
Proponents say that, because 
many firms approach the local 
officials in an effort to get the 
job, “force account” has the 
effect of competitive bidding. 
And, they contend, the county 
engineer thus is relieved of the 
burden of having to maintain 
a large construction force to 
meet all demands and emer­ 
gencies, can get the work done 
faster 
and 
effect 
economies. 
Finally, some go so far as to 
•ay it has been responsible for 
development of Ohio’s county 
road systems. 
Opponents 
argue that there 
have been abuses of the “force 
account” when projects aren’t 
put up for competitive bidding. 
The Athens County decision 
stated that no reflection was 
intended on any public official, 
but that the 
‘‘force account” 
statutes meant o n l y that t h e 
county engineer could engage 
additional available local labor, 
not arrange for a firm to under­ 
take an entire project.

The circumstances of the epi­ 
sode, which figured heavily in 
the end of Mac Arthur’s career, 
are these: 
On Thanksgiving Day, one of 
MacArthur’s 
aides 
telephoned 
and said, “The general would 
like to see you in his office this 
evening at 6:30.” Four other 
correspondents also were sum 
moncd to the headquarters in 
Tokyo. 
MacArthur was alone when 
we entered his office. 
MacArthur^ hands were a1 
ways restless. Now he was rub­ 
bing the bowl of one of his 
pipes. He looked up with a slight 
smile and said he hoped he 
hadn’t 
interfered 
with 
any 
Thanksgiving dinners. He said 
he was about to go home and 
settle down to his turkey. Then 
he said: 
“ I am going to Korea In the 
morning. I can take five of you 
Takeoff is at 5 o’clock. You will 
be briefed on the plane.” 
This was somewhat unusual. 
Generally, when he went to Ko­ 
rea, he disclosed the purpose of 
the trip. 
Shortly after takeoff the next 
morning, 
his 
aides 
handed 
around a communique. It was 
dated Nov. 24, 1950, and num­ 
bered No. 12. It said: 
“The United Nations massive 
compression 
envelopment 
in 
North Korea against the new 
Red armies operating there is 
now approaching its decisive ef­ 
fort. 
“The isolating component of 
the pincer, our air forces of all 
types, have for the past three 
weeks, in a sustained attack of 
model coordination and effec­ 
tiveness, successfully interdict­ 
ed enemy lines of supply from 
the north so that further rein­ 
forcement therefrom has been 
sharply curtailed. 
“Tile eastern sector of the 
pincer, with noteworthy and ef­ 
fective 
naval 
support, 
has 
steadily advanced in a brilliant 
tactical movement and has now 
reached a commanding envelop­ 
ing position, cutting in two the 
northern reaches of the enemy’s 
geographical potential. 
“This 
morning the 
western 
sector of the pincer moves for­ 
ward in general assault in an 
effort to complete the compres­ 
sion and close the vise. 
“ If successful, this should for 
all practical purposes end the 
war, restore peace and unity to 
Korea, enable the prompt with­ 
drawal of United Nations mili­ 
tary 
forces, 
and 
permit 
the 
complete assumption by the Ko­ 
rean people and nation of full 
sovereignty 
and 
international 
equality. It is that for which we 
fight.” 
The tone of this communique 
reflected the high optimism of 
the moment. 
But what of the Chinese?

WASHINGTON (AP) — When 
the definitive biography of G en.! 
Douglas MacArthur is finally 
written it will be one of the fas- j 
cinating stories of American his­ 
tory. 
By his very nature—the drive , 
for success and domination, the 
sensitivity to criticism, the in-; 
tense 
opinions, 
the 
sense 
of 
dram a—he was born to attract 
and repel. And he did. 
He had admirers and critics 
all his days, some of them in- j 
tense, too. 
His command of the language; 
was probably better than that 
of any other military figure of; 
his time. But even here, in the 
use of it, he forced people to 
choose sides. 
Among other things he diluted 
his rhetoric with sentim entality.' 
Example: When he told Con­ 
gress. 
after 
being 
dismissed 
from his Korean command, that 
cid soldiers fade away and he 
was about to. Some w’ept. Some 
felt distaste. 
More than one person thought 
he 
dramatized 
himself. 
Even 
Lord Alanbrooke felt this. Alan-; 
brooke, chief of the British gen-! 
oral staff in World War II and j 
a 
MacArthur 
admirer, called 
him the greatest general of the 
war. 
But he also said he saw the 
“tinge of actor” in him. 
MacArthur, after saying he 
would fade away, did tile oppo­ 
site. He toured the country at­ 
tacking the administration of 
President Harry S. Truman who 
had fired him. An aide said this 


was a crusade to save repre­ 
sentative government. 
But 
a 
Princeton 
historian, 
Erie F. Goldman, saw it other­ 
wise, called it the noisiest “fad­ 
ing away in history” and de­ 
scribed 
MacArthur thus: 
‘‘In 
city after city MacArthur was 
the unabashed symbol of home 
and motherhood and what he 
delighted in calling the ‘simple, 
eternal truths of the American 
way.’ ” 
(Goldman is now President 
Johnson’s special assistant as­ 
signed to pick ideas from Amer­ 
ica’s brainiest men.) 
Nevertheless, MacArthur got 
thunderous 
ovations 
every-1 
vvhere. But if he had presiden­ 
tial hopes—he said he didn’t— 
he soon found the acclaim he 
got was for his heroic m ilitary1 
services and went no further. 
He was a controversial figure 
at a time when Americans were 
getting sick of controversy: sick 
of the Korean war and sick of 
the divisions wrought by Mc- 
Carthyism with all that meant 
in distrust, anger, hate. 
There was talk of MacArthur 
for president but not much at 
that particular time, which was 
1951, a year before the 1952 
presidential race. 
In 1948, MacArthur had said 
he would accept the Republican 
nomination if it was offered to 
nim. He let his name be en­ 
tered in the Wisconsin prim ary 
and was badly beaten. After 
that he said he had no political 
aspirations. 
i 
Truman said MacArthur told

him in 1950 the politicians had 
made a “ chump” of him in 
1948. But at least at that par­ 
ticular time MacArthur didn’t 
have 
the 
kind 
of personaliy 
that appealed to politicians. 
Instead, in 1952 the Republi­ 
can politicians turned to a com­ 
pletely different type: the plac­ 
id, friendly, extroverted Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower. 
Nevertheless, 
M acArthur^ name was put in 
nomination. 
Like 
McArthur, 
Eisenhower 
was a war hero but, unlike Mac­ 
Arthur, he would make an ideal 
smoother of the troubled waters 
of those times. MacArthur has 
been quoted as calling him de­ 
risively “the best clerk I ever 
had.” 
But, while MacArthur got only 
four convention votes, 
Eisen-| 
bower got 845 and the nomina­ 
tion. 
MacArthur had made the key­ 
note speech at that Republican 
convention. The delegates gave 
him huge applause. But form er 
President Herbert Hoover also 
addressed the convention. The 
applause for him was twice as 
long. 
From then on MacArthur fad­ 
ed out of public life. 


In World War II, when Presi­ 
dent Franklin Roosevelt order­ 
ed temporary buildings erected, 
he reportedly told the builder, 
“ I want you to d e s i g n these 
so they will fall down after sev­ 
en years. I don’t want this war 
to make Washington any ugl­ 
ier.”

Q. I t there any cure fe e teeter on th e b ra in f 


A. Some cases of hydrocephalus (“water on the 
brain”) can be treated — others are almost 
hopeless. Doctors who have had extensive expe­ 
rience in this field usually offer the following 
advice. If the condition is getting worse but has 
not yet affected the brain, an operation may 
help. If the condition is at a standstill the child 
should be given regular checkups to see if sur­ 
gery will be needed. If the brain has been badly 
damaged, the child should simply be given the 
best care possible until the end. Operations to 
relieve “water on the brain” are difficult and 
not always successful, but some children are 
helped, even to the point of growing up in a 
perfectly normal way.
